The weak spot in the Enigma (besides the fact that the Polish Intelligence was 
buying info on it before they were invaded) was that there was a daily code 
that was used to send the idnetity of the new code twice before switching to 
the new code. Even without the code book, the fact that the same two letters 
were sent twice at the start of a message enabled the determination of the 
Enigma setting. For more on this see the book "The Code Book" which describes 
the whole process - what was done in Poland and how - what was done in England 
and how.
